Before the summer Is over 
Fort 
Wayne is to have ten marked high- 
ways or trails leading In and out of 
the city which start somewhere and 
go somewhere. 


The entire 
state will be 
marked 
with a comprehensive system of auto- 
mobile trails, according: to the plan 
which was adopted at a meeting of the 
State Automobile association held in 
Indianapolis. 
Martin H. Luecke, of 
Fort Wayne, was named president of 
the committee on details. 


In the near future a meeting will 
be held in Fort Wayne for the estab- 
lishment of one of these trails. 
This 
trail will be known as the O. I. M. 
way leading from Cincinnati, O., to 
Kalamazoo, 
Mich.. 
and 
passing 
through Fort Wayne. 
Other points 
which will be taken in on this trail will 
be Richmond, Winchester, 
Portland, 
Decatur, 
Auburn, 
Kendallville 
and 
Sturgls. 


The president of the chamber of 
commerce of Kalamazoo and the pres- 
ident of the automobile association of 
Cincinnati have endorsed the move- 
ment and have promised to assist in 
the realization of this plan. 


These trails, which are to be laid 
out over the entire state, are to con- 
nect routes already marked and to be 
marked in adjoining states and to pass 
through practically every county seat 
in the state. 
The plan is to have a 
distinctive marking painted on the tel- 
ephone or telegraph poles along these 
trails. 
Three before arriving at each 
turn and three after leaving same with 
the letter "L" or "R" signifying left 
or right on the first pole. 
Four poles 
at each crossroad and an occasional 
pole between the crossroads are also 
to be marked with the same emblem. 
The 
selection 
of 
the 
roads 
to 
be 
marked will be left to the judgment 
of the superintendent of highways and 
the 
automobile 
clubs 
along 
the 
routes. 


Each one of the separate roads or 
trails will be marked with a different 
emblem ai^d each trail will have the 
same emblem throughout its course. 
This will enable all travelers in auto- 
mobiles to follow the routes with ease. 


List of Trails. 


The other trails which will 
pass 
through Fort Wayne or begin here are: 
The Lincoln highway, which has al- 
ready been established and marked. 


Tlie Hoosier highway, which begins 
at Bryan, Ohio, and goes to Vincennes, 
Ind. 
It travels through the following 
cities: 
Fort Wayne, Bluffton, Hart- 
ford City, 
Muncie, 
Anderson, Indi- 
anapolis and points south. 


The Wabash 
way. 
which travels 
from Fort Wayne to Danville, 111., and 
takes in the following cities: 
Hunt- 
ington, Wabash, Logansport, Lafay- 
ette. 
This road follows the Wabash 
railroad and the Wabash river. 


The 
Yellowstone 
trail 
begins 
at 
Portland, Oregon, and goes as far east 
as Puget Sound. 
The trail begins at 
Hammond and passes through 
Val- 
paraiso, 
Plymouth, 
Columbia 
City. 
Fort Wayne, Defiance, Freemont and 
east of Puget Sound. 


The Fort Wayne and Battle Creek 
route begins in this city and goes to 
Battle Creek by the way of Auburn, 
Angola and Coldwater. 


One of the most important factors 
in the O. I. M. way, which will be one 
of the first to be established, Is that 
two branches of the Dixie highway will 
be connected. 
It will connect an east- 
ern route at Cincinnati and a western 
route at Kalamazoo, which will give 
travelers a direct route from the Ohio 
city to the Michigan city. 


A. E. Nlssen, a representative of the 
Rand McNally Co., of Chicago, was 
In the city Wednesday consulting with 
Mr. Luecke In regard to the system 
of trails. 
He also gave valuable In- 
formation as he assisted In the estab- 
lishing of trails throughout the state 
of Illinois. 
The plan Is to have the 
trails of Indiana and Illinois connect 
as well as all other adjoining states. 


After the trails have been establish- 
ed and properly marked a complete 
map of these trails and their mark- 
ings will be put on the market so that 
It will be the easiest thing In the 
world for automobile tourists to find 
their way from one city to the other. 


Fort Wayne by virtue of Its location 
will profit greatly by this system of 
trails. 
In addition to being the cen- 
ter of some of the best and most trav- 
eled trails of the state. It will also be 
In the route of some of the heaviest 
traveled roads.

Englishmen wanted to get in form for a 
contest with the team from across the 
channel, so they started trapshooting. At 
that time live birds were used—the blue 
rock pigeon—and not our river silt and tar 
"pigeon." 


Likewise the trap of those days was 
quite dlfCerent from the ones Hendtrson, 
German, Clark, Newcomb and others are 
in the habit of facing. 
It consisted of a 
box 8x12 inches 
sunk 
level with 
the 
ground, having a sliding lid. which was 
pulled oft the box by means of a string 
running back of the trapper. 


Of course the perriwigged gentlemen of 
that early day 
with 
their 
flintlocks 
couldn't do much with our "humdingers," 
but nevertheless we have them to thank 
for actually starting this great sport. 


The nrst attempt at trapshooting in this 
country took placc in Cincinnati in 1831. 
Wild pigeons served as targets until the 
90 and 95 per cent class became so large 
that they were forced to substitute quail. 
You "gun bugs" of today, think of shoot- 
ing at quail with a muzzle loader! 


It Is Impossible to determine just when 
Inanimate targets came into use. 
The 
earliest account on 
record is that 
of 
shooting at glass balls down at Boston in 
1866. The trap used was an imported affair 
from England and far from satisfactory, 
so an American got busy and made a trap 
that would send these glass orbs through 
space in a 
more 
Yankeelike 
manner. 
Thereafter, for twenty years, the glass in- 
dustry v/as overwhelmed and "barefoot 
Johnny" steered 
clear 
of trapshooting 
grounds. 


Improvements of balls and traps were 
produced in considerable numbers until 
1880, when it came due for Cincinnati to 
again figure in the formative stages oi 
"the sport alluring." 


This time to 
serve as the 
home of 
George Llgowsky, who invented real clay 
pigeons and a trap to spring them, of 
which our modern "saucers" and traps are 
lineal descendants. 


The subsequent history of this fasci- 
nating sport, with its hundreds of thou- 
sands of devotees all over our own land 
and in foreign countries (though in the 
latter, alas, they are reverting to primitive 
targets), is being recorded in the columns 
of the sporting pages of the press.

h e recent death of Phil Dwyer, 
whose name was a 
household 
word among American boys and 
young men thirty years ago, brings to 
mind the passing of the glories of the 
Bport of kings, the decaying day of the 
running turf, of the race horse, of the 
jockey and of the big gambler. 


The names of the Dwyeis, Mike and 
Phil, are woven in the woof of the once 
erreat, now dying, American running turf. 
They owned great race horses—Hindoo, 
unbeatable; Hanover, Kingston, 
Rhada- 
xnanthus. Miss Woodford, George Kin- 
ney, I^ongstreet, Luke Blackburn, 
Tre- 
mont, Dewdrop, Pontiac, Passover. Ben 
Brush and Handspring. 
They employed 
great trainers—Jimmy Rowo, who now 
trains for H. P. Whitney; Frank Mc- 
Cabe and others. 
The great 
jockeys, 
Sims, Maher, Sloan, Taral, Griffith and 
Bcores of others. 


Mike Dwyer was one of the mightiest 
phingers the betting 
ring 
has 
ever 
known. The Dwyers owned many great 
race tracks around New York, and were 
the creators of many 
classic 
stakes. 
They were among the strongest props of 
the American running turf in the daya 
of Its glory about New York, Chicago, 
Louisville and St. Louis. 


Phil Dwyer's death Is coincident with 
the beginning of the end with the run- 
ning turf in the United States. It still ex- 
ists in Kentucky, Canada, and sporadl- 
caJly In New York and Maryland. 
Can- 
ada has been a haven for men who like 
to race horses, but Canada is talking 
about stopping the sport this summer. 
It is a drain on the purses of the people, 
now busy with the expenses of war. 


Virginia Mother of Bacing. 


Horae racing has been called the sport 
of kings, because, no doubt, none but 
kings could afford it. There are no kings 
In the United States, but there are many 
tradesmen richer than the kings of the 
eighteen century. So horse racing took 
hold In the United States, first In Vlr- 
glni, to which It was fetched by the 
cavaliers, who were nobles In England 
and loved good horses, then In Kentucky, 
sound bone in race horses. California and 
other states grew fine horses, but they 
never endured. They did not get the lime 
they needed to make their bones firm. 
So they 
developed 
ringbones, spavins, 
splints and other bone diseases early In 
their careers. 


The early Virginians and Kentucklan-i 
whither It was taken by the descendants 
of the Virginian gentlemen. Prom Ken- 
tucky It spread all over the West. 


The blue grass district around. Lexing- 
ton proved to be the greatest nursery of 
racing stock In the United States. Good 
grass, shade trees and limestone subsoil 
made it so. You must have lime In the 
grass and In the water If you want to put 
raced horses on the English style—loi 
fitiort. Of course, they were not above 


betlirg. but they did not make racing a 
mere gambling tool, as waa done out- 
bide of Virginia -inc Kentucky. 


Planters would bet huge sums on their 
cvi-n horses, break themselves at times, 
but race meetings were only of a few 
days' duration 
and 
the 
spectators, 
in 
ger.erai, did not wager heavily, 
it was 
C(r«rw!s»» in New 
York, Chicago 
and 
San Francisco, St. Louis, New Orleans 
anc" other places where racing became 
popular. 
It was a sport among the Vir- 
ginians and the Kentucklans. 
It was a 
gambling game everyv/here eise. 
It grew 
to such 
mighty 
proportions 
that 
it 
suborned 
politicians, controlled 
legisla- 
tures, and even assumed 
to 
nominate 
and to elect governors of states. 


That was fiiteen years ago. 
Had racing endured 
and 
grown 
as 
business and finance has grown, it would 
be larger than the United States now. 
I'l fact, it was a question of whether 
rs.cing would rule some of the states or 
the states should rule racing. 
As a gen- 
eral thing you will notice that when any 
spori or business assumes to dictate to a 
great state that sport or business loses. 
Racing attempted 
to nominate and 
to 
elect, governors In New York, Illinois and 
Missouri, California and Louisiana. 
The 
people got up and smote racing. Just as 
thej smote Standard Oil and the rail- 
roads, both of which were, by some, be- 
lieved greater than the United 
States. 
Governors Folk in Missouri, Hughes in 
New York and Dinneen in Illinois dealt 
racmg deadly blows. 


. 
Dwyers Honest Sportsmea. 


The Dwyers were aces In the sport of 
Kirgs, but they were butcners wnen iney 
started. 
They had grown wealthy deal- 
ing in meat about Brooklyn. 
They drove 
good horses when they owned but one 
butcher wagon. 
The got and drove trot- 
ters later on. 
Then they got into run- 
ning horses and they owned some won- 
ders 
They were honest men. 
No one 
can deny them that. 


Mike Dwyer was a high roller of the 
flrsi 
water, one of the biggest bettors 
the American turt ever saw. 
Philip, who 
died the other day, was not a big bettor. 
He played a safer and wiser game. 
He 
owned race tracks and good commercial 
properties. 
Phil Dwyer died a rich man. 
Jlike died poor. 
That's the way most 
gamblers do die. 


The Dwyers and their horses set the 
American youth on lire thirty years ago. 
Every boy in the land knew about Hin- 
doo. 
Hanover 
was a great race horse. 
Miss Woodford was one of the greatest 
race mares that ever looked through a 
bridle. Kingston was a really great race 
horse. There has been few greater than 
Ber Brush. 
He was only of pony size, 
but he had the speed of the wind, the 
heart of a lion. 
George 
Kinney 
and 
Longstreet 
were great. 
Tremont, 
not 
great for distance, was one of the fastest 
sprinters that ever passed under a wire. 
The "red with blue sash" of the Dwyer 
brothers was known on every race track 
in the United States. 
Great were the 
horses that carried It. and gr-eat were 
the sums wagered upon them. 


Mike Dwyer was one 
of 
the 
great 
plungers of the American turf. 
His fa- 
mous losing wager 
of 
floo,ooo 
mado 
against |10,000 on Kingston In a match 
race with White Hat McCarthy's mare. 
Sunflower, was one of the great shocks 
sustained by the betting world. 
As the 
odds show. It was deemed a certainty 
that Kingston would win. Bo certain did 
his chances seem to be that every hor.<3e 
entered In the racc. save the strange 
California mare, was withdrawn by his 
owner. Sunflower was In to take a work- 
out and second money. 
A cinch 
the 
bookmakers said. So they laid 
against 
$10 that Kingston would los«. 
No bet- 
tors dare to take such short prices. Vou 
stand to lose big money If your horse «s

beaten and If he wins your winnings are 
negligible. 
Dwyer liked to bet on his 
own colors. 
He was pioud of his repu- 
tation. 
He was a natu:.-al born gambler. 
So he sent "Circular Joe" Vendig into 
the ring to bet »100,000 against 510,000 
that Kingston would win. 
The Califor- 
nia mare beat the great gelding by a 
nose and Dwyer lost 5;00,000. 


Backed His Judgment. 


Dwyer never cared about the prices 
laid against his horses, 
if he thought 
they would win, he bet Just the same. 
He died poor. 


The Dwyer name fetches up recollec- 
tions of other famous high rollers of the 
American 
turf. 
Of course, when 
you 
speak of'the great turf gamblers every- 
one will cry "Pittsburgh Phil." It is true 
that George F. .Smith, known as Pitts- 
buTgh Phil, was a big bettor. 
More than 
that, he died with 1600,000 in cash to his 
credit In the bank. 


Phil was a big bettor. 
Yet the late 
State Senator Patrick H. McCarren of 
the Borough of Brooklyn probably wa«« 
the biggest bettor that the American turf 
ever has known. 
McCarren was polit- 
ical manager of the Standard Oil In ths 
State of New York, and, generally, in 
Eastern States of the Union. 
His In- 
come was estimated at 12,000,000 a year. 
McCarron died relatively poor. 
It has 
beer calculated that he wagered Jl.OOO.- 
000 every year. 
How much of this he 
won or how much he lost deponent say- 
etli not. 
This much Is known: Many of 
the men who acted as betting agents for 
McCarren, 
the messengers who placed 
his money, became rich off the commis- 
sions they received from the bookmakers 
for bringing them the patronage and oti 
the presents made them by McCarren 
when he won. 


James A. Keene, the famous stock ex- 
change speculator, 
owned 
many 
great 
race horses, but never wagered any fabu. 
lous sums on 
them. 
The 
Bemionts, 
father and son, also fancied the turf, but 
never became famous for their betting 
exploits. 
Harry Payne Whitney, prob- 
ably the leading horse owner of today, 
always has had a stable of cracks, but 
never the reputation of being a bettor. 
In fact, Mike Dwyer and 
"Pittsburgh 


J" 
'J^Ty^/CK 


Phil" were the only owners of horses 
who achieved fame ai big bettor i. 
~ Pittsburgh 
Phil did not become 
an 
owner in a large way. 
His horses, on 
the whole, were of moderate class, use- 
ful as bettln« tools, not famous as win- 
ners of great rares. 
The Dwyers loved 
a horse for the sake of the horse. "Pitta- 
burgh Phil" was a gambler pure and 
simple. 
McCarren did his betting In a 
qi:Iet way. 
No great noise - was made 
about any coups matle by him. 
Very 
probably he did not engineer any great 
betting exploits. 
In volume of money 
wagered every day In the ring he ex- 
ceeded all other men known to the bet- 
ting sheds of the United States. 


Gates the 'Plunger.' 


No doubt the most famous, for the time 
being, gamblers the American turf ha» 
known were John A. Drake and the late 
John W. Gates. 
Gates, who was the 
commissioner of the partnership, always 
made a noise when he won. The famous 
Royal Flush 
coup In 
England netted 
Drake and Gates |2&0,000. That Is not an 


Immense sum to win on one race. Many 
British, Hungarian and Russian 
noblemen 
have won and lost much more than |250,- 
000 on a single race. "Tattersall's." the 
London establishment 
where responsible 
bettors meet to settle every Monday, has 
frequently seen more than 1250,000 paid 
over by or to an Individual bettor on a 
single race. Some of the South African 
diamond field millionaires have lost and 
won more than 1250,000 on a single race. 
Then It must be understood that Drake 
and Gates bet only »25,000 to win $2B0.- 
000 on Royal Flush, It will be seen that 
the wager was not In any wise extraordi- 
narily large. The Esterhazys, Hungarian 
noblemen, who raced horses In England, 
have been known to wager as much a» 
$300,000 on the result of a race. Many of 


horse, who was bought for a song from 
his English owners, and when trained by 
Enoch Wlshard, the Yankee, proved trac- 
table and ran a remarkable race. 


There Is no doubt, however, that Gates 
was a fearful gambler. It is told of him 
that when commissioned by Drake to bet 
on a certain horse In New York, Gates 
wagered 
$100,000 in a few days. When 
he told Drake what he had done, Drake 
suggested that Gates had bet too much 
money on 
very average sort of a horse, 
who had a very average sort of a chance. 


"Anything the matter with the horse. 
John?" asked Gates. 


"No," said Drake, "but $100,000 Is a lot 
of money to bet on anything." 


"All right," replied Gates, relieved. "I 
was afraid something was 
the 
matter 
with the horse." Gates, a natural-born 
gambler, never thought of such a thing as 
overbettlng. To his mind the bottom of 
your pocket or the end of your bank ac- 
count or the limit of your credit was the 
only reason for ceasing to gamble. 


$35,000 in Coin Toss. 


Gates never know when to stop betting. 
If he was not one of the big bettors of 
the American turf, ho was one of the 
great gamblers of his era. It is related 
when Gates visited Memphis the mem- 
bers of the famous Chlckasha Club, who 
had heard of his poker playing, got up 
a game for his entertainment. A syndi- 
cate subscribed $35.000, and throe mem- 
bers of the club were chosen to play the 
money 
against 
Gates. 
The 
Chlckasha 
Club has recently been dissolved. At the 
time of Gates' visit, 1889, it had among 
Its members some of the very fines i 
poker players in 
tho world. 
They had 
played cards up and down the Mississippi 
In the golden days, and did not feel that 
their superiors ever sat behind a bob- 
tailed liush. 


"I am sorry, gentlemen," said Gates, 
when invited to play, "but It must be a 
short game. I must leave Memphis at 10 
tonight." 


"But, Mr. Gates," explained one of his 
hosts, "we can make It worth your while 
to stay longer. We have $35,000 to lose." 


"Can't possibly stay any longer, gentle- 
men," said Gates," "but 1 tell you what 
we'll do. We'll nip a coin for the $35,000." 


The Memphis men were artists, 
not 
gamblers. 
They wanted some entertain- 
ment for their time, and, anyhow, they 
were confident that their skill as poks- 
players would not be overcome by Gates. 
Tney could not see the wisdom of taklns 
a chance for their money. 
Poker looked 
lik« a sure thing to them. 


Walton, the "Jubilee Juggins," a fa- 
moua plunger of the British and Amer- 
ican turfs, thought 
very 
little 
about 
wp.gering $50.000 on a race. 
Walton in- 
herited his wealth from South African 
sources 
and 
bet 
It with royal 
hand. 
Ho 
did 
not 
live 
very 
long. 
Plung- 
ers never do live long. 
They may re- 
press their nerves and stand cool as Ice 
while horses are racing for their thou- 
sands. 
Just the same, they die young. 
Strain gets them. 
The 
life 
Is 
easy 
enough; open air. short hours, healthy 
barns, but still as they may seem, they 
burp up inside when their money Is be- 
ing shot away by some boy. young. In- 
experienced. perhaps weakened by re- 
ducing to make the low weights required 
of a Jockey. 


9300,000 for a Horse. 


C. B. Sevier, the Australian mlllion- 


the great Russian and Polish nobles, Uie 
aire, who once owned the great English 


Radzlwllls. for Instance, have been high 
rollers. The famous sporting marquis of 
Waterford, a turf figure of the 18408, bet 
as much as $60,000 on one race. That Is 
twice as much as Drake and Gates bet 
when they made their world-resounding 
coup on Royal Flush, 
an 
evil-splrlted 


mare. Scepter, was a tremendous bettor. 
Sevier paid something like $300,000 for 
Scepter, when she was a 3-year-old. She 
won all the great races open to her sex 
and many open to horses of both sexes. 
Sevier wa» a terrlflc bettor. 
'TIs said 
that h* frequently wagered $50,000 on a 


race, and that he once wagered lli^l) 
on Scepter. 
The stewards of. the 


llsh Jockey Club, the moet exeluelT« 
ganlzation In the world, did 
not 
Sevier's free and easy colonial met 
any more than they liked the 
ways of the Americans, Gates and PraJU 
or the Yankee shrewdness 
of 
£noc!! 
Wlshard. 
It was Intimated to Bevle«: l 
tbat his room was preferable to his com« . 
pcny. 
He took the hint, sold his racing 
stable and retired from the turf. 


McCarren. Gates, Drake. Mike Dwye» ^ 
and "Pittsburgh Phil" were the great ' 
bettors of the American turf. Gates anil 
Drake were Westerners from Illinois anC^ 
Missouri, but their major operations wer* I 
confined to tracks around New 
York. 
They raced and bet, later, around 'Chi- ^^ 
cago. 
"Pittsburgh Phil" was, as hia 
neme 
indicates, 
from Pittsburgh, and ; 
wa;? not known 
to 
Western 
trades. 
Dwyer raced horses all over the coun^i 7 
try and his money was on them wherever - 
the> started. 


The big bettors of the Middle Wesf- 
have not been numerous, unless you wlsUi 
to enumerate Drake and Gates among.. 
them. 
Ed Corrigan, who was the xnejoiif 
racing man of the Mississippi Valley^ ' 
was a track owner and horse owner, an4 
would bet on his own animals, but nof^- 
vast sums. 
Corrigan was. In some re«f~ 
sfects, a commercial racing man. played ' 
the game "inside," was not above hav^— 
Ing a program made up to suit his own 
stable on his own tracks, ao that h^ - 
v/ould win a majority of his own pureed ' 
with his own horses, but he was, a t bot^ - 
tom, a horseman who

TljJs smiling 
Celestrial almost drove the bookmakerf 
crasy when he won some $350.000 |n » 
few weeks. Everything "Little Pete" bet 
on seemed to win. Eventùally it was as* 
certalned that the Chinaman had all tha 
leading Jockeys in his employ. His agenta 
"arranged" the races, but his money, 
and the Jockeys carried out orders to tha 
letter. 
They saw that the racee wera 
run as "Little Pete" ordered that they 
should be run. Half a dozen leading Jock« 
•ys were ruled oft and "Little Pete" did 
not break any more bookmakers. He waa 
killed some years after in a tong war In 
Chinatown. San Francisco.

Master Key to Xumbers. 


The n u m b e r of registrants in each 
^ilistrict varies f r o m about 185 in the 
émallest to more than 10,000 in the 
(largest, so that the serial numbers to 
fbe dealt with 
in the 
drawing range 
-itrom one to 
between 
nine and ten 
'¡thousand. 
In order to reduce the me- 
ichanical process and m a k e it possible 
ï o r the 1,000 numbers drawn to reach 
every m a n in every district a so-called 
" m a s t e r key" has been devised. 
This 
•will be obtained 
by 
drawing 
slips 
*»umbered f r o m naught to ten, which 
will be listed in the order they are 
(drawn to form the key. 
Then 
will 
begin the drawing of the numbers 1 
to 1,000. 
For the district with 
not 
m o r e than 
one thousand 
registrants 
there will be no problem to determine 
t h e order of appearance before the ex- 
emption board. 
The number 
drawn 
first will fix the men whose card bears 
t h a t serial number as the first to ap- 
pear before his board. 
In the district 
with only 185 registrants, the 185 will 
be liable for appearance in the order 
in which their numbers are 
drawn, 
ar.d when a number higher than that 
appears the district, of course, 
will 
not be affected. 
Application of 
the 
master key makes it possible to apply 
fairly each of the one thousand num- 
bers drawn to 
districts 
with 
more 
than one thousand registrants. 


The System £Lx»lutned. 


As a number is drawn it will be 
added to each of the thousands in ex- 
cess of one thousand in each district. 


For instance, if 25 is the first num- 
, then the 
drawing of 25 as the 
first 
2,025, 3,025, 4,025, 5,025, 6,025, 7,025, 
8,025 and 9,025. By applying the mas- 
ter key the order in which 
numbers 
will be listed in each district will be 
determined. 
If the 
drawing of 
ten 
numerals for the 
key should 
i-esult 
this way: 


9, 7, 1, 5, 2, 3, 0. 8, 4, 6, 


Then the drawing of 25 as the 
first 
n u m b e r of the thousand would fix the 
first men to appear before the exemp- 
tion boards in this order: 9,025, 7,- 
025, 1,025, 5,025, 2,025, 3,025, 25, 8,- 
025, 4,025 and 6,025. 


The district with more than 
9,000 
registrants thus will have ten of its 
men assigned to their places at the 
head of its list, with 9,025 on top. The 
district with less than one 
thousand 
men will have one, number 25. at the 
head of its list. 
This process will be 
continued until every man of the ten 
million has been assigned his place on 
the roster of his district. 


The Order of Examination. 


In his explanation 
of the 
proce.ss 
and of the reason for fixing the order 
of liability for all of the men 
when 
only 687,000 are needed. Gen. Crowder 
says: 


"If we were dealing with the ancient 
d r a f t we should take every fourteenth 
man. 
But we are not 
conscripting. 
W e are selecting for military 
those 
whose civil service can best be spared. 
Therefore the question is not who shall 
go first, but 'who shall be first called 
Up for examination?' 
and 
what 
we 
m u s t do is to make a list showing the 
order of examination. 
. "Now no one knows how many men 
must be examined to yield 687,000 sol- 
diers. 
Therefore no one can say just 
how many men it Is absolutely neces- 
sary to put on this list. 


"A moment' 
reflection will 
prove 
t h a t the whole 
10,000,000 
must 
be 
given their places in the list of 'order 
of examination.' 


"Every registered man is in a state 
of uncertainty. 
He does not 
know 
when he will be called. 
He hesitates 
to plant a crop for fear he will not 
r e a p it. 
Employers hesitate to engage 
his services fearing they will be but 
temporary. 
This condition ought to 
be cured for the repose of the public 
mind. 
It can be cured to some ex- 
tent by putting every m a n on the Us4 


" F o r this reason the whole 10,000,-' 
000 names are to be given places on 
the list of order of examination. 


T h e Segregation Into Groups. 


"Obviously no single agency could 
examine 
10,000,000 
men; 
therefore 
t h e 
10,000,000 
are 
segregated 
into 
groups of suitable size for convenient 
examination. 
There are 4,55 7 of the.se 
groups. 
For each group a board has 
been appointed to examine for selec- 
tion. 
By far the greater number of 
these groups consist of approximately 
3,000 rpen. 


"Since this is so o.ur problem is not 
to put the whole 10,000,000 names in 
one list arranged in the order of ex- 
amination. 
It is to determine the or- 
der of examination in each group. 
The Necessity for Drawing. 


"Since all registered men stand in an 
equality of right and duty, the question 
of priority can only be determined by lot 
or drawing. 
It would be pos-sible to have 
4,557 separate drawings—one for each 
groui)—^but since methods would vary 
and since supervision and absolute insur- 
lince against the charge of fraudulent 
manipulation could not be had in that 
way every consideration of expediency 
and justice urges one drawing in Wash- 
ington. 


The Method for the Drawing. 


"In each gro^p every registration card 
^has a red-inkëd n u m W written on its 
face and these numberfl run in a single 
leries from u m t y V l ) to tlie ntmber.oor- 
i w o e d i a g to the 


cards in the group. Normally this ia from 
unity (1) to about 3,000. 


"Exact copies of the cards in each 
group have been attested and sent to the 
various state capitals. Lists showing the 
name of each man in each group and the 
serial number of 
his card have 
been 
posted in the office of the board, pub- 
lished in the press and one copy is on 
file in Washington. 
There is, therefore, 
no chance of any man's number being 
changed without detection or of any card 
being lost beyond replacement. 


The Idea of the Central Drawing. 


"Suppose there were juSt 3,000 names 
and numbers in every group. 
It is at 
once apparent that it would be a very 
simple thing to have a central drawing 
that would control the order of every 
name and niunber in every group of the 
whole 10,000,000—just put 3,000 munbers 
into a bowl and draw them out one at a 
time. The first number drawn out would 
place the 4,557 cards bearing that par- 
ticular number at the head of every list 
in the United States. 
The second num- 
ber drawn would put the cards bearing 
that number second on all the list, and 
so forth. 


"Now the thing cannot be done in 
precisely this way because there are 
not presicely 3,000 numbers in every 
group. 
But the same idea with a few 
necessary modifications is the idea on 
which the present drawing is based. 


The Drawing By Thousands. 


"To draw 10,000 separate n u m b e r s 
would take ten hours and would mul- 
tiply the chance of error. 
Moreover 
if the '9-thousands,' the '8-thousands,' 
the 
'7-thousands,' 
and 
the 
'6-thou- 
sands,' 
were 
scattered 
all over 
the 
master list indiscriminately the can- 
cellation by boards having small groups 
would be very tedious and would open 
the way to numerous errors. 
All this 
is easily avoided. 


"Suppose we draw only 1,000 n u m - 
bers. 
We could then provide that the 
drawing of the n u m b e r 878 would also 
draw the numbers 1878, 2878, 3878, 
4878, 5878, 6878. 7878, 8878 and 9878. 


"In that way only 1,000 
n u m b e r s 
need be drawn and by making 
our 
master list consist of one sheet for each 
1,000 we could provide a master list 
easily applicable 
to 
hsts with only 
3,000 numbers, since such boards could 
disregard all except 
the 
first 
three 
sheets. 


"We should do this but for the fact 
that this makes it certain that men In 
the first thousand would be called first, 
men in the second thousand next and 
men with high serial numbers last of 
all. 


"Since the assignment of 
numbers 
is also done by chance, this does not 
interfere very greatly with the even 
chance of all men, but it does inter- 
fei-e to some extent. 
For this reason 
it was decided to have one drawing 
to determine the order 
within 
any 
group of 1,000 and another 
drawing 
to determine the order In which the 
sheets of 1,000 each should appear on 
the master list, instead of arbitrarily 
assigning the sheets of 1,000 in their 
natural order. 
This reduces the whole 
matter 
to 
an 
absolute 
equality 
of 
chance. 


T h e Details of t h e Drawhig. 


"One group of numbers, from 1 to 
1,000, and a second group from naught 
to nine have been carefully Imprinted 
on opaque slips of paper, black on one 
side, counted 
and 
checked. 
These 
slips have been rolled up and each put 
inside a gelatin capsule with the black 
side out. 
To insure absolute accuracy 
of count, the capsules containing n u m - 
bers from 1 to 1,000 have been count- 
ed into ten glass jars in groups of 100 
each; the glass jars have been sealed 
and kept in a safe waiting the day of 
drawing. 


"The contents of the jars will be de- 
canted into a large glass 
receptacle 
f r o m which the capsules can be read- 
ily drawn. 


"A blindfolded m a n will then draw 
capsules out one at a time. 
As each 
capsule is drawn it will be handed to 
an announcer, who will break the cap- 
sule and announce the number drawn. 
While he is announcing the 
number 
a second capsule will be drawn 
and 
handed to a second announcer, 
who 
will break the capsule and read 
the 
number. 
The drawing will proceed In 
this way until 
all the 
capsules 
are 
drawn. 


"Three tally sheets will be kept. One 
keeper of a tally sheet will repeat each 
number as it is announced 
and 
all 
three will write it down. 
In case of 
disagreement between tally sheets on 
any number, the sheets that agree will 
control. 


"Immediately before the drawing of 
the numbers f r o m 1 to 1,000 the draw- 
ing of the numbers f r o m 0 to 9 will 
take place to determine the order in 
which the thousands shall appear on 
the master lists."

Cooper walked a few steps away and 
turned the gun on himself.

eye and camc out at the back of his 
head.

went through his brain, causing in- 
stantaneous death.

Cooper, 
the murderer and suicide, filed a suit 
for divorce against his wife, Aurella 
Cooper.

A new field was chosen for an at- 
tempt of this sort last night. The first 
really sharp attack for some time in 
the field of the great Hindenburg re- 
treat of last March being delivered 
Just to the south of St. Quentln.

crown prince chose a front nearly a 
half mile in extent, where the French 
occupied a hillock

tons for the year.'

one has no ice box. A device, commonly 
knmvii as an "iceiess refrigerator," is 
ba.-i-d on the principle of evaporation. 


A frame holding shelves for food is en- 


tirely covered with cotton or duck. The 
upper part of this cloth tout-lies the 
wiiter in a pan, and the water soiiks 
through the entire cover. As it spreads 
it evaporates or is taken up by the air. 
I'onstant evaporation lowers the tem- 
perature within the "refrigerator" ten or 
liftt-cn degree': below Unit of the sur- 
rounding at nio.-"]iht-re. 


Separate dishes of food cnn be cooled 


in the same way. V'or instance, butter 
can be kept hurt! in hot weather without 
ire by setting the di»h under a cloth, the 
ends' of which are placed in a pan of 
water. In the siime way, evaporation 
will lower the temperature enough to 
keep milk sweet <>n a hot day. Some 
housewives simply wet the cloth from 
time to time, but it is better to put an 
end of the ck'tli in water where it arts 
exactly like a wick. 


A simple and effective "cold cellar" 


may be made by sinking a ten-Rallon 
garbage can, new and clean, in the ground 
up to a few inches from the top. The 
earth should be banked up around the 
edge to prevent water from running in. 
A slanting roof, or waterproof top com- 
pletes this cellar. 


A shady place should be chosen, prefer- 


ably on the north side of the house, or be- 
neath a tree.

stored in this will keep fresh without 
extra precaution, but meat, butter and 
cooked foods ahould be carefully boxed 
to protect them 
from

packed around the outer edge of the can 
will also keep ants away.

Every housewife should know what are 


not only best hut the cheapest fats to use 
on her table. A number of substitutes 
for butter are cheap and clean and nour- 
ishing. 


"Personally," said a, housekeeper re- 


cently, "I like oleomargarine better than 
the renovated article that 
sometimes 


masquerades-as dairy butter." 


The housewife should know dairy but- 


ter is butter carefully made from cream 
kept a certain number of days until it 
acquires the right degree of sourness, 
and then salted and cooled and kept re- 
frigerated until sold. 


Not one pound in twenty of the "dairy" 


butter sold will measure up to these re- 
quirements. Renovated butter is made of 
country butter, some sweet and some

more palatable are 
supper biscuits. 


made in the following manner: Take 
1 gill of milk, 1 ounce of butter or 
margarine ami S ounces of self-rising 
flour. Tut the milk and butter into a 


saucepan to warm and put the flour 
into a. basin.

add the flour and mix it carefully into 
a smooth paste; roll out thin on a 
floured board, cut out into rounds or 
squares and bake In a greased tin for 
twenty minutes. Father will like these 
biscuits and the children will look upon 
them as a positive luxury.

HE recent death o£ Phil Dwyer, 


whose name was a household 
word among American boys and 


youn" men thirty years ago, brings to 
mind the passing of the glories of the 
sport of kings, the decaying day ot the 
running turf, of the race horse, of tho 
Jockey and of the big gambler. 


The names of the Dwyers, Mike and 


Phil; are woven in the woof of the once 
great, now dying, American running turf. 
They. owned great race horses—Hindoo, 
unbeatable; Hanover, Kingston, Rhada- 
manthus, Miss Woodford, George Kln- 
ney, Longstreet, Luke Blackburn, Tre- 
mont, Dewdrop, Pontiac, Passover, Ben 
Brush and Handspring. They employed 
great trainers—Jimmy Rowe, who now 
trains for H. P. Whitney; Frank Mc- 
Cabe and others. 
The great 
Jockeys, 


Sims, jMaher, Sloan, Taral, Griffith and 
scores of others. 


Mike Dwyer was one of the mightiest 


• plungers the betting 
ring 
has. 
ever 


known. The' Dwyers owned many great 
race tracks around New York, and wers 
the creators of many classic stakes. 
They were among the strongest props ot 
the American running turt in the days 
of its glory about New York, Chicago, 
Louisville and St. Louis. 


Phil Dwyer'e death is coincident with 


the beginning of the end with the run- 
ning.turf in the United States. It still ex- 
ists in Kentucky, Canada, and sporadi- 


ada has been a haven for men who Ilk* 
to race horses, but Canada Is talking 
about stopping the sport this summer. 
It is a drain on the purses ot the people, 
now busy with tho expenses of war. 


Virginia Mother of Racing. 


Horse racing has been called the sport 


of kings, because, no doubt, none but 
kings could afford it. There are no kings 
in the United States, but there are many 
tradesmen richer than the kings ot tho 
eighteen century. So horso racing took 
hold in tho United States, first in Vir- 
glni, to which It was fetched by the 
cavaliers, who were nobles in England 
and loved good horses, the 
sound bone in race horses. Californ 
other states grew fine horses, bu1 


never 


letlirg. but they did not make racing a 
mere gambling tool, as was done out- 
side ot Virginia .me Kentucky. 


Planters would bet huge sums on their 


own horses, break themselves at times, 
but nice meetings were only ot a few 
days' duration and the spectators, In 
Kvnerai, did not wager heavily, it was 
(.u.trwis*1 in New York, Chicago and 
San Francisco, St. Louis, New Orleans 
ancl other places where racing became 
popular. It was a sport among the Vir- 
ginians and the Kentucklans. It was a 
gambling game everywhere else. It grew 
to such mighty proportions tnat 
it 


suborned politicians, controlled legisla- 
tures, and even assumed to nominate 
p.nd to elect governors of states. 


That was fifteen years ago. 
Had racing endured and grown as 


business and finance has grown, it would 
ba larger than the United States now. 
In fact, it was a question of whether 
racing would rule some of the states or 
tile states should rule racing. As a gen- 
eral thing you will notice that when any 
spori or business assumes to dictate to a 
great state that sport or business loses. 
Racing attempted to nominate and to 
elect governors in New York, Illinois and 
Missouri, California and Louisiana. The 
people got up and smote racing. Just as 
thej smote Standard Oil and the rall- 
rcads, both of which were, by some, be- 
lieved greater than the United States. 
Governors Folk in Missouri, Hughes In 
New York and Dlnneen in Illinois dealt 
racing deadly blows. 


Dwyers Honest Sportsmen, 


The Dwyers were aces in the sport of 
klr.gs, but they were butcnora when they 
started. They had grown wealthy deal- 
ing in meat about Brooklyn. They drove 
good horses when they owned but one 
butcher wagon. The got and drove trot- 
ters later on. Then they got into run- 
ning horses and they owned some won- 
ders. They were honest men.

Mike Dwyer was a high roller of the 


first water, one of the biggest bettors 
the American turt ever saw.
